WHAT  IS 


I  his  is  a  question  we  are  often  asked,  so 
maybe  more  people  are  curious  and  would 
welcome  an  explanation. 

Until  1968  the  First  Football  teams  of 
Ridley  College  in  S,t.  Catharines.  St. 
Andrew's  College  in  Toronto  and  Aurora. 
Trinity  College  School  in  Port  Hope  and 
Upper  Canada  College  in  Toronto  played 
each  other  in  what  became  known  as  the 
"Little  Big  Four"  league.  The  name  came 
about  because  the  football  teams  of 
Toronto.  Hamilton,  Ottawa  and  Montreal 
of  the  old  Canadian  Rugby  Football  Union 
were  more  familiarly  known  in  earlier  years 
as  the  "Big  Four".  Presumably  little  rugby 
football  was  played  outside  the  four  schools. 
and  many  players  from  these  schools  went 
on  to  play  in  the  "Big  Four". 

In  the  early  nineteen  sixties,  pressure  was 
put  on  the  headmasters  of  the  "L.B.F."  to 
admit  additional  schools  to  the  league, 
principally  from  Appleby  College  in 
Oakville,  Lakefield  College  School  of 
Lakefield  near  Peterborough,  and  later 
Hillfield  in  Hamilton.  Most  of  the  LBF 
members  were  playing  exhibition  games 
against  these  other  schools,  so  perhaps  it  was 
a  natural  development.  In  any  case,  the  LBF 
acceded  to  the  requests  and  expanded  to  six 
teams  to  include  the  original  four  plus 
Appleby  and  Lakefield.  and  adopted  the 
name  "Independent  Schools  Athletic 
Association".  At  the  same  time  provision 
was  made  to  establish  divisions  for  other 
sports  besides  football. 

Currently  the  ISAA.  sometimes 
incorrectly  referred  to  as  ISL  (Independent 
Schools  League),  has  divisions  in  soccer, 
cross  country  running,  hockey,  basketball, 
swimming,  squash,  skiing  (cross  countr\ 
and  downhill),  curling,  volleyball,  cricket, 
rugby,  track  and  field,  tennis,  and  golf.  In 
some  of  these  sports  there  are  teams  in  as 
many  as  six  or  seven  age  levels. 

The  number  of  teams  in  each  sport  varies 
as  some  schools  do  not  complete  in  all  of 
them.  For  example,  at  First  team  level,  the 
line  up  includes  -

George's 

Skiing  -  (8  teams)  -  LBF  plus  Lakefield. 
Appleby.  St.  Georges,  and  Crescent. 

Cricket  -  (5  teams)  -  LBF  plus  Appleby. 

Rugby  -(6  teams)-  LBF  plus  Appleby  and 
Lakefield. 


Each  sport  has  it  own  convenor  who  is 
responsible  for  maintaining  game  results 
and  statistics.  We  haven't  yet  reached  the 
stage  of  requiring  a  Commissioner,  but 
maybe  that  is  not  too  far  away!  The  biggest 
problem  at  the  moment  is  to  get  coverage  or 
even  results  listed  by  the  media. 
Unfortunately,  the  Toronto  newspapers 
usually  have  junior  reporters  or  students 
handling  high  school  sports  and  they  change 
frequently . 

In  addition  to  the  ISAA.  some  schools 
compete  in  local  high  school  leagues  as  well, 
which  gives  access  to  Ontario  High  school 
play-offs  in  many  cases.  For  instance.  St. 
Andrew's  enters  Georgian  Bay  Secondary- 
School  Association  (GBSSA)  events  in 
several  sports
